REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of claims 12-13 is the inclusion of the limitations of a thermal 
head that includes a thermal diffusion layer is formed on bottom faces of the heating 
resistor elements with interposition of an electric insulation film. It is this limitation found 
in the claims, as it is claimed in the combination of, which has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Aria et al. (US 4,096,51 0) disclose a semiconductor silicon 
device that includes a semiconductor silicon substrate having a diffusion layer. Mitani 
(US 5,444,475) disclose a thin film thermal recording head with two layers of thermal 
insulation layer are formed from a heat resistant resin and an inorganic insulator.
